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hallengers unseat 


college trustees

Two veteran Chaffey College 
trustees were defeated Tuesday in a 
hotly contested race that saw a 
Chino teacher and a retired 
industrial manager gain seats on the 
local board. 

In the race for a two- -year 
position, appointed incumbent 
Jimmy Gutierrez of Chino edged out 
challenger Dr. Ron E. Davis of 
Ontario with the help of Riverside 
County voters. 

Sandra Garner, a teacher and 
businesswoman, outdistanced all 
challengers with 18,771 votes, 19.1 
percent, to take one of three four- 
year seats on the board. 

Voters also elected incumbent 
Herschel R. Glenn of Upland and 
Curtiss D. Bonneville Sr. Glenn 
received 12,857 votes to Bonneville’s 
12,692. 

Board members Dr. Lester Stroh 
and Clarence Saunders were 
defeated. Stroh came in fifth and 
Saunders seventh in the eight- 
member field. 

The campaign had been marked 
by criticism of the present:board. 
Garner and Bonneville had both 
charged that current board 
members failed to adequately

represent the needs and concerns of 
communities in the district. 

One surprise in the Chaffey 
College race was the fourth-place 
finish of David Hahn of Rancho 
Cucamonga who had pulled out of 
the election for the four-year term 
two weeks ago. Although Hahn had 
withdrawn, his name still appeared 
on the ballot. 


Rick Minnis 


teacher victorious 


Incumbent Barry Brandt and 
businessman and former teacher 
Rick Minnis were the victors in a 
field of nine candidates in the 
Upland School District trustee race. 

Brandt, a 45-year-old attorney, 
received the overwhelming 
majority of the vote with 3,095 or 
27.7 percent, followed by Minnis 
with 1,595 or 14.2 percent. The next 
closest finisher was retired 
educator Jay R. Thrasher with 1,232 
votes. 

The biggest issue in the campaign 
was overcrowding in North Upland 
schools and both candidates seemed 
to lean toward setting new 
boundaries as the solution to the 
problem. 


“I’m pretty happy,” said Brandt. 
“There were really some good, 
strong candidates running and I’d 
really like to see them keep their in- 
terest in the district.” 


Brandt said Upland has a ‘‘really 
good”’ district, ‘‘but we ‘d really like 
to see it get better.” 

The response by the voters, 


Brandt said, is an indication that 
they like the way the district is 
being run and they want it to 
continue on the same path. 

Brandt is now president of the 
five-member board. 

The 32-year-old Minnis, who 
taught in the Upland district for a 
few years, said his main aim as a 
board member will be to increase 
and open the lines of communication 
between the board and everyone in 
the school community. 

Minnis said he will want to 
explore ways of getting the board 
out in public more. ‘‘There’s going 
to be some tough decisions coming 
up and we need that communication 
before we make the decisions,” 
Minnis said. 

To get more involvement, Minnis 
would like to get board members 
involved in meetings with anyone 
related to schools. 

The board will now consist of 
Dale O. Andersen, Robert Ellis, 
Dina Hunter, Brandt and Minnis. 
Trustee William S. Rugg chose not 
to seek re-election. 





Sandra Garner 


In the contest for the short term, 
Davis out-tallied Gutierrez in San 
Bernardino County by 8,945 to 8,344. 
But the Corona-Norco area of 
Riverside County (where the 
community college has a campus) 
was the deciding factor. 

Gutierrez defeated Davis in 
Riverside County by almost two-to- 
one with 1,900 votes, giving 
Gutierrez a total of 10,244 with 
Davis close behind at 9,922. 

There were seven candidates in 
the field for the short term. 


The 28-year-old Garner said she 
was ‘‘absolutely ecstatic...that we 
were able to defeat the incumbents 
that four years ago appeared so 


. unbeatable.”’ 


Dr. Stroh had no comment on his 
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defeat other than ‘‘the public has 
spoken.”’ 

Saunders said editorial comments 
in newspapers about the Chaffey 
College trustee endorsements had 
something to do with his defeat. 

“T think the papers were a little 
bit unfair as to the statements they 
made. I don’t think the papers really 
know what they were talking 
about,’’ Saunders said. 

Saunders claimed that comments 
were made on hearsay and the 
media failed to research their work 
to find out what was true. 

Glenn said he was delighted in 


: being re-elected and ‘‘I’m just 


looking forward to working with the 
new people on the board.” 

Glenn added, ‘‘My association 
with Dr. Stroh and Mr. Clarence 
Saunders during the past eight years 
has been very pleasant and I’ll miss 
them. But at the same time I’m 
looking forward to working with the 
new members.”’ 

As a trustee, Garner feels the 
most important thing is ‘‘the need to 
return the college back to the 
community’’ which would probably 
mean having more classes off the 
main Alta Loma campus. 

“T want to see change and I want 
to identify a new direction for the 
college and it seems to me that this 
is going to be the board that can do 
that,’’ Garner said. 

“The people made a choice and 
I'm sure they’re going to be pleased 
when they realize what they've 
done. I think they’ve been heard and 
I think that’s marvelous,’’ said 
Garner. : 

Garner said one of her first duties 
will be to establish office hours on 
campus and at areas throughout the 
district so that people can have 
greater access to the college board. 

Bonneville, 64, said ‘‘I’d like to see 
peace come to the campus. I'd like 
to see the dissension between the 
different personnel reduced.” 

Having served a few months 
already as appointed incumbent, 
Gutierrez said the main challenge 
will be to keep the college going 
financially. He called for making 
priorities in the budget in order to 
cope with the tight budget. 
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Climbing to the top appears to be a natural instinct, evident even in 
Upland’s tiny tots. Kevin Lee, 3, of Upland, top, and Tina Tibbetts, 
3, of Mt. Baldy, take time nearly every day to scale the monkey bars 
in the park. But the climb to the top can be a treacherous one, even 
in the playground. Each step must be carefully planned and a single 
ee hand can mean the agony of defeat.

Upland, Chino drafting ordinances 





Cities study condo conversions

Upland and Chino are looking at 
the experience of other cities in 
helping draft ordinances regulating 
the conversion of apartments into 
condominiums. 

On consecutive nights in mid- 
October, the city councils of the two 
cities enacted four-month 
moratoriums on conversions while 
ordinances are being studied. 
Planning officials in Upland and 
Chino recently outlined some of the 
provisions they are examining. 

Upland Planning Director Bill 
Young said provisions city staff 
members will be drafting will focus 
on some of the basic differences 
between apartments and 
condominiums. 

These differences include short- 
versus long-term occupancy, 
‘‘speciality’’ (such as singles’ 
apartments) and family-oriented 
residences — and related design 
standards, he said. 

Young noted many apartments 
meeting city standards are not 
geared to long-term occupancy 
expected with condominiums, citing 
open-space recreation areas, 
storage space, parking and floor 
area as some of the considerations. 

Apartment acoustics tend to be 
weaker, and the multi story 
buildings thwart the ‘ground to 
sky’’ concept of ownership for 
condominiums should conversion be 
sought, he said. 

‘‘So, there are distinctive 
differences between single-family 
attached and multiple family 
(units).”’ 

Another important consideration, 
Young added, is the city’s overall 
supply of rental units. Young said he 
was uncertain at this time whether 


Upland’s ordinance would place a 
ceiling on the number of 
conversions, but added that an 
upper limit is a possibility to be 
explored. 

He pointed out that meeting the 
needs of low- to moderate-income 
persons is a key aspect of Upland’s 
housing element. Conversion 
ordinances commonly contain 
provisions tying conversions to a 
city’s vacancy rate for apartments, 
and Young said Upland will explore 
a similar provision. 

The city already requires a 
conditional-use permit and public 
hearings for conversions, because 
they are required for new 
condominiums as planned 
residential developments. 

While the city’s vacancy rate for 
rental units was last calculated at 
4.4 percent, Young said a special 
census earlier this year may find 
that figure lower. A study this year 
projected Upland’s renter 
population at 16,633. 

Like Young, Harry Weinroth, 
Chino’s director of community 
development, stressed his city’s 
ordinance will be aimed at setting 
up controls rather than prohibiting 
conversions. 

He estimated that the city has 
some 1,400 rental units, excluding 
single-family homes that are rented, 
and said, ‘‘We’re not talking about 
that much.”’ 

Weinroth said mohbile-home 
tenants previously requested rent 
control from the city. Since 
conversion might be one way around 
such requests, Weinroth noted the 
city’s moratorium includes mobile- 
home parks as well as apartments. 

Beyond structural and site 
considerations, Weinroth said he 
may suggest the city attempt to 


ensure a portion of converted 
condominiums be owner-occupied 


_ Tather than bought strictly as 


investments. 

Earl Nelson, Chino’s senior 
planner, noted other cities have 
taken a similar tack with single- 
family homes. 

Conversion ordinances read 
‘fairly alike,’’ Weinroth said, noting 
the vacancy rate is usually a key 
provision. A city survey of 919 rental 
units in complexes of four or more 
units found only 11 apartments 
vacant. 

Of the West End cities, only 
Montclair currently has an 
ordinance controlling conversions. 

Residents of The Pines 
apartments strongly opposed a 
conversion attempt in early 1978. 
Fred Alley, Montclair’s director of 
community development, said the 
city has had no conversion either 
under the ordinance or before. 

Like The Pines, most of the city’s 
apartments are ill suited for 
conversion, Alley said, citing the 
size of the units, parking and open 
space considerations. 

In the past, staff did not 
recommend conversions be 
approved if the vacancy rate 
citywide was less than 2 percent, 
Alley said. The ordinance sets that 
rate at 3 percent, and Alley said he 
does not expect conversions under 
the ordinance. 

Ontario City Planner Joyce 
Babicz said she knew of only one 
conversion in the city. Ontario has 
2,669 apartments in complexes of 
five or more units, she said, noting 
the city is predominantly single- 
family homes. 

“We haven't had that kind of 
crush .... If you don’t have them 
(apartments), they can’t be 


converted,’’ Babicz said. 

Barry Hogan, Rancho 
Cucamonga’s senior planner, said 
the city has had inquiries both on 
converting existing apartments and 
for changing the plans of apartment 
projects approved but not yet built. 

The city currently has.a 
moratorium on filing of residential 
projects except mobile-home parks. 
Rancho Cucamonga previously had 
two conversions. 

Hogan said he expects the plan- 
ning commission will review a con- 
version ordinance next February. 

Paul Curtis, Claremont’s 
associate director of community 
development, said conversions there 
are controlled through the. city’s 
land use and development code. 
Conversion requires a conditional- 
use permit addressing such 
considerations as parking and open 
space, he said. 

Curtis noted Claremont has large 
student and senior citizen 
populations and that the vacancy 
rate was found to be 2.2 percent 
even before classes started. 
Conversion requires a vacancy rate 
of 3 percent or greater. 

Marina Staccato of the county 
planning department said the county 
has no special requirements for 
conversions beyond filing of a 
subdivision map.

Upland establishes fees for building hookups ~

Using a basic rate of $150 per 
building, the Upland City Council 
Monday night placed fees on sewer 
hookups for new commercial and 
industrial construction. 

Funds raised by the charges, 
already adopted by other West End 
cities, will go toward expansion of 
regional sewage treatment facilities 
operated by the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District. 

The council cleared way for the 
resolution, which goes into effect 
immediately, by passing an enabling 
ordinance in August. 

Monday’s action drew little

comment and was approved by all 
five council members. 

In addition to the basic rate, 
developers of non-residential 
buildings will pay another $30 per 
“fixture unit’? as defined by the 
uniform plumbing code and 50 cents 
per gallon for estimated discharge 
exceeding 3,000 gallons a day. 

City Manager Lee Travers said 
Upland became the last West End 
city to adopt the fees because city 
officials first explored other ways to 
raise the funds. The rate structure 
adopted was recommended by the 
technical advisory committee of the 
Chino Basin members. 

Along with other West End cities,

Upland also has a_ one-time-only 
connection charge of $950 on each 
new dwelling unit linking up with the 
sewage system. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said the city has no estimate of how 
much the fees on new commercial 
and industrial construction might 
raise, because that amount will vary 
with building activity. 

However, the engineering 
department compiled some 
examples of how much the fees 
would have been for existing 
structures. These and all other 
current buildings are exempt from 
the fees. 

The totals would have run $1,620 


; 


for Reuben’s restaurant at 
Mountaingreen Center; $11,490 for a 
120,230-square-foot industrial 
complex, south side of Ninth Street 
west of Mountain Avenue; $9,030 for 
a 136,388-square-foot dental office 
building, northeast corner of Euclid 
Avenue and F Street, and $27,180 for 
the entire 212,912-square-foot 
Mountaingreen Center. 

Fees hereafter will be paid at the 
time building permits are sought. 

Upland’s sewage is treated at 
Chino Basin’s regional plant No. 1 in 
Ontario, where expansion work is 
under way. 

In other action, the council sent an 
appeal by the Lewis Development

Co. for conversion of 62 apartment 
units, 1460 W. Foothill Blvd., into 
condominiums back to the planning 
commission. 

The commission rejected the 
firm’s request in September, but 
City Manager Travers said a mixup 
that night prevented Lewis 
representatives from presenting 
their case. 

A spokesman for the company 
agreed to waive a requirement of 
state law that the council act within 
30 days of appeal on a tentative tract 
map decision to allow the new 
hearing before the commission. 

City officials said Monday night 
they were uncertain whether

Most local realtors seem 
to be noncommittal about 
new legislation which will 
require that all listing 
agreements contain a 
highly visible notice that 
customers can negotiate the 
size of a real estate 
broker’s commission 
“Tt doesn’t make any 
difference as far as I'm 
concerned,’ said Montclair 


“JT don’t know why they 
need this type of legislation 
because commissions are 
always negotiable,’” he 
added. 

AB802, sponsored by San 
Francisco Democrat Art 
Agnos, stipulates that after 
July 1980 all listing 
agreements must say in 
large type that ‘‘the amount 
or rate of a real estate 
commission is not fixed by 


law. They are set by each 
broker individually and 
may be negotiable between 
the seller and broker.” 
The legislation grew out 
of a formal complaint filed 
with the Department of 
Real Estate by consumer 
groups who thought some 
real estate brokers were 
taking advantage of the 
public’s ignorance about 
the commissions. 


“The studies we looked at 
indicated that most people 
did not know that the 6 
percent commission is not 


fixed by law,’’ said Agnos

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California Supreme Court gets ‘taste of history’

SACRAMENTO — Through the open second-floor win- 
dows, the roar of traffic from nearby Interstate 8 
made it a little difficult te hear, and occasionally the 
justices of the California Supreme Court had to admonish 
attorneys arguing their case to ‘‘speak up.’’ 

The windows, however, had to stay open. There was no 
air-conditioning and Sacramento afternoons are still hot 
early in October. 

Behind the carefully restored hand-grained and gold- 
leafed oaken woodwork sat California’s highest legal 
minds, seven of them crowded into a space behind the 
bench originally designed for three. At their center, a 
touch of feminine color at her throat setting off her black 
judicial robes, sat Chief Justice Rose Bird. 

Framing them, and also at the windows, were maroon 
and crimson-figured damask draperies.

B.F. Hastings Buiiding at 2nd and J streets in restored 
“Old Town” along the Sacramento riverfront was 
recreating the 19th-century world when the Supreme 
Court of California last had met in this very room. 

Microphones were fastened to old law books. Such 
electronic conveniences had not been part of the scene 
more than a century ago. Some of the justices had to use 
their laps to hold legal briefs and to take notes. 

The case at issue was not a particularly celebrated 
one. It was a question of whether a trial judge can use 
conduct from a dismissed robbery charge to impose a 
longer prison sentence. 

What made this hearing newsworthy was more 
historical. It was the first time that California’s high 
court had met in the restored quarters in regular session 
since the state of California made the building an 
historical monument as part of the restoration of old 
Sacramento. The last time the court had met in this 
room was in 1869.

The sedate brick structure, with its wooden staircase 
leading to the upstairs courtroom, has played a key role 
in perhaps more significant early California history than 
any other single building in the state. 

Erected in 1853, it saw the birth of the first railroad 
west of the Mississippi. 

During the summer of 1854, offices were leased on its 
second floor to house Theodore D. Judah, the im- 
aginative chief engineer who had been brought out from 
New York to design and build the Sacramento Valley 
railroad that on Feb. 22, 1856, linked Sacramento to 
Folsom 20 miles to the east. 

When, on Feb. 25, 1854, Sacramento became the capital 
of California, the Supreme Court, the state library and 
the offices of the state attorney general were housed on 
‘the second floor. 

Beginning in 1853, Wells Fargo — the legendary ex- 
press firm — began sharing the ground floor with the 
Hastings Bank. It was from there that the massive Con-

cord stages of Wells Fargo rumbled through Sacramento 
on their way to Salt Lake City, Utah, via the Overland 
Trail. 

And it was from there that the first young and dashing 
eastbound Pony Express rider headed toward the moun- 
tains with his mochila of mail on April 4, 1860 — after a 
one-day delay waiting for the steamboat from San Fran- 
cisco to arrive with letters for the pouch. And it was 
there that William Hamilton reined his lathered mount 
to a halt after the first westbound run from St. Joseph, 
Mo., tossing down 80 letters that had taken just 11 days to 
travel 1,900 miles. 

It was from there on Oct. 24, 1861, that California’s 
then-Chief Justice Stephen Field dispatched the historic 
telegram to President Abraham Lincoln assuring him 
that California would side with the North in the great 
struggle of the Civil War. That first intercontinental 
telegram linked both coasts for the first time with the 
speed of electricity,

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Laboring for the Lord near the headwaters of the Am- 
azon River, missionary Larry Garman leads what he con- 
siders a privileged life. 

When the gentle-mannered man and his wife, Addie, be- 
gan their work among the Aguaruna Indians 14 years ago, 
the seeds for catch work had been planted by former 
missionaries. But there was only one church and one 
preaching point in the isolated section of the Peruvian 
jungle. Today, there are 44 churches and various preach- 
ing points in the tropical rain forest where more than 2,000 
Indians worship on Sunday mornings. 

Living at the Cusu Mission Station, located at the junc- 
tion of the Cusu and Maranon rivers, the Garmans operate 
the medical clinic and Bible school for natives destined to 
become pastors in tiny villages scattered throughout the 
jungle area. The three-year course involves Biblical study 
and the study of diseases most prevalent in the South 
American jungle. 

The missionaries have touched the lives of many Pe- 
ruvian Indians, some they have never seen, ‘‘Many of the 
villages we’ve never seen. Many of the churches we’ve 
never seen,’ said Garman. He noted that travel to the re- 
mote areas is extremely difficult. It is done either by foot 
or on boats. There are no roads or vehicles in that sector 
of Peru. 

Life at the mission station has some measure of predic- 
tability. Because of its close proximity to the equator, 
Garman explained ‘‘the sun rises and sets at the same mo- 
ment each day.”’ 

As day breaks, the missionaries share prayer meeting 
with Bible School students on a nearby hillside. Breakfast 
follows and usually consists of yucca, the chief staple de- 
rived from casava root, and some variety of banana. 

Because of ‘‘the nature of life in the jungle,’’ it would be 
impossible to describe a typical day at Cusu, Garman 
said. ‘‘We do get in a full day. There is no place to go, no 
stores to visit, no electric lights, no hot water. Most of our 
work is on the station.”’ 

Garman, a graduate of Los Angeles College of Chiro- 
practice and Biola School of Missionary Medicine, may be 
called upon to treat vicitims of parasitic disease, the most 
common among jungle residents. He may provide treat- 
ment for snakebite, extract a tooth or assist at a compli- 
cated birth. 

Garman works without the assistance of X-ray or labo- 
ratory equipment and countless times has relied upon 
God’s help. 


One victim of the Peruvian bushmaster, the largest poi- 
sonous snake in the Amazon, was brought to the clinic ‘‘in 
a very dire way.”’ After administering anti-venom, Gar- 
man ‘‘committed him to the Lord.’’ He was one of many, 
many persons healed through prayer, said the missionary. 

Garman has begun a program for preventive medicine, 
but concedes ‘‘it takes a long time to overcome cultural 
handicaps.” 

While he has no particular competition from witch doc- 
tors, witchcraft is sill prevalent among the Indian tribes. 
‘We do, however, see it greatly diminishing,’’ he said. 

“Our main goal,’’ Garman said, “‘is spiritual.’’ The 
clincial work serves to help the people and open doors for 
conducting religious services.’’ Often, the missionaries

travel to removte villages, taking with them a portable 
clinic. 

The only white-skinned people living in the area, they 
have not shaken the North American influence which 
causes them ‘‘always to try to do more than we can.’ 

Natives, too, are very hard working, Garman said. 
“But they have a different concept of time. Their pace is 
geared toward enjoying life.”’ 

The Indians, Garman added, ‘‘fish when they want to 
and hunt when they want to. They have gardens to tend 
but don’t become anxious if they don’t work today, don’t 
accomplish something tommorrow.”’ They live in bamboo 
houses with thatched roofs and cook. over open fires inside 
the huts. They survive without the luxury of electricity. 

The missionaries have the only wood structure in the 
area. During their early ministry, they were constantly 
watched by curious Indians who kept their faces pressed 
to the windowpanes. ‘‘They wanted to see how we dressed 
and how we fixed our meals.’”’ 

Garman finds time for water skiing, swimming and 
soccer. And life is not without adventure. 

On one occasion, Garman and two natives hopped into a

small dugout boat in an effort to rescue a large boat which 
had drifted away. The men were sucked into a tenacious 
whirlpool where their small craft capsized. Garman was 
finally rescued by three men who risked their lives to save 
him by venturing close to the dangerous whirlpool. 

Garman has several times placed his life in jeopardy by 
trying to stop tribal revenge killings. It is the custom that 
families avenge the murders of male members, he ex- 
plained. 

Three years ago, after the cold-blooded killing of a man 
in the Cusu area, the victim’s family set out to avenge the 


death. Traveling to a village where the killers were forti- | 
fied, the family entered the bamboo home and killed one | 


man with a shotgun and wounded another. The incident 


“triggered a long-term fear’’ and for a while villagers 


lived ‘‘in a constant state of tension,’’ Garman related. 
Villagers from the distant area later sent word they 


would no longer kill if residents of the Cusu area would |, 


agree to stop the vengeful killings. The villagers also indi- 
cated a desire for a church in their village. 


Then a man from the Cusu area, ‘‘a man I recognized as

an,’’ came to the mission station. He had been one of the 
murderers. Now, with tears streaming down cheeks, he 
said he wanted to find the Lord as his Saviour and asked to 
study in the Bible school. 

“We considered that a great victory,’’ said Garman. 

About every three months, the Garmans escape to Chic- 
alayo where they purchase supplies, including gasoline, 
kerosene, foodstuff and medicines. :

The City Council of the City of 
Montclair does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. AMENDMENT TO

No license will be granted to any 
person, firm, corporation, or 
private agency for the operation of 
an ambulance service unless such 
person, firm, corporation, or 
private agency applies for and ob- 
tains a permit in compliance with 
Title 4, Chapter 7. 

SECTION 2. VALIDITY. If any 
section, subsection, sentence, 
clause, or phrase of this Ordinance 
shall for any reasons be held in- 
valid, such holding or holdings shall 
not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this Or- 
dinance. The City Council has 
declared it would have passed this 
Ordinance and each section, subsec- 
tion, clause or phrase, thereof 
irrespective of the fact that any one 
or more sections, subsections, 
sentences, clause or phrase thereof 
be declared invalid.

For pleasure boat 
owners, there is good news 
in the cosein freshwater 
lakes. 

They're for’ the 
trailerable boat owners that 
comprises more than 80 
percent of the Southland’s 
boat population.

It also 
boasts full service facilities 
for pleasure boating.
